Weekly Review 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


The celestial weather authorities took their final action in 
respect to canned fruits and vegetables from the fields in the 
middle of this month. About the first of last week the increas- 
ing white frost finally ended all results from the tomato fields, 
and the question of the weather and canners’ crops will not 
affect the market again this season. 

Speaking in a general sense, this is rather late for the early 
killing frost, for there was danger during the latter part of Sep- 
tember of such conditions occurring; its presence, however, is 
the indication of the real beginning of winter, which, according 
to the calendar should occur about the 22nd of September, but 
has apparently been deferred until about the middle of October. 
Weather conditions have, however, affected canners’ crops suffi- » 
ciently through the whole season to nullify any effect that the 
advent of frost would have in the killing of them, and the defer- 
ring, so to say, of the the frost period has not been accompanied 
by any excitement in the market. The only articles that may 
still come into the packers’ tables are, in vegetables—sweet pota- 
toes, pumpkin, squash and possibly beets. These we allude to 
as matters direct from the field. Of course, lima beans and 
some other goods which are considerably soaks will furnish 
winter packing and will still be gathered. But they are all 
beyond the touch of frost, or deserving of the title of green 

The recent storm of ten days ago, however, did considerable 
damage among fruits still upon the trees, especially to apples, 
such peaches as had not been gathered, grapes, etc., especially 
in New York State, Ohio, Michigan and Illinois. The very 
considerable frost and snow struck those sections suddenly and 
caught them right at picking time, when considerable damage 
was done everywhere. 

In this section, as stated, tomatoes have been ended by the 
recent frosts, but the season was nearly at an end anyhow. It 
is worthy of notice that this shortness in the pack of tomatoes, 
while it has strengthened the market, has not materially 
advanced the price. Jobbers seem disinclined to recognize 
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increasing value in them and the market goes sluggish in accord- 
ance. It would seem as if there had been established a new rule 
of values for tomatoes in cans. Twenty-five years ago $1.25 per 
dozen was the annual price from season to season, but with the 
persistence of decline a new order of value has been established, 
and $1.00 now seems to be the recognized limit of value in the 
general market as the rule. Now that the season has been com- 
pletely finished, guesses will be plentiful as to the extent of the 
pack. There are already statements which are mere guesses 
put forward that the pack will be between 7,000,000 and 
8,000,000 cases, but we are very much inclined to doubt this 
estimate. Furthermore, at no place and no time this season has 
the quality of the fruit been up to the best. It has in general 
been too watery, not only not yielding good fruit in the can, but 
not yielding as well at all in quantity on the packing tables. This 
loss of fluid, or by fluid, in the composition of the tomato con- 
siderably lessens the extent of the pack, and will affect the 
aggregate to a large extent. We believe there is good cause to 
anticipate the complete cleanup of all the holdings of the stock 
before the close of next spring, which means that we will have 
another,very successful year in 1907, unless weather conditions 
interfere and depress business. One of the important consider- 
ations in this is, that it puts tomatoes in the front as a pack 
that can be counted on and provided for next season. It is 
reasonable to suppose that the present quotations of tomatoes 
will be about the basis of prices for next year, and if the packer 
can get these values on a season of full production he will do 
well, It must be kept in mind, however, that the new rulings 
of the Pure Food Law will tend to increase the prices of canned 
goods of all kinds. 

Thus tomatoes are quoted at present for standard No. 3 at 
goc. to 92%c. per dozen, but if there is prospect of a full, mean- 
ing a prolific pack, the market will be about 8oc. for futures. 
The present diffidence of the jobbers indicates that they are of 
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any danger of tomatoes going beyond the present quotations this 
calendar year, and they are willing to trust to the market for the 
first few months of next year. Another reason probably affecting 
the market is that they have no desire to pile up heavy stocks of 
canned goods previous to the time that the law applies to the 
canned goods labels. In other words, the heavy trading will 
probably be deferred until that time. ' 

Brokers report no changes in the quotations of canned corn. 
These prices run for standard sugar corn, Harford county pack, 
55¢.; dry packed, 5734c.; extra sugar corn, dry packed, 7oc. 

Oysters remain at the same figures as last week. 

Peas, in conjunction with all the rest of the market, remain 
as last quoted, except that standard early June are somewhat 
firmer than the lowest quotation of prices which have disap- 
peared. Standards are quoted at $1.00; sifted at $1.00 to $1.25; 
extra sifted at $1.20 to $1.60. and petit pois at $1.75 to $2.25. 

There are no changes either in the quotations of pineapples 
since last week. 

Peaches may be said to be in the same state. 

In pears, standard Bartletts No. 2 are quoted at 65¢.; No. 3 
at 8oc.; extras No. 2 at 80c., and No. 3 at $1.10. 

Standard tomatoes No. 3 are quoted at 92!%4c.; No. 3 sec- 
onds at 8734c. and No. 2 at 7oc.; gallon standards, $3.25. 

There is very little change in respect to cans or canners’ 
metals and no variation whatever in cans, none in tin plates and 
but a very slight reduction in pig tin. This latter is quoted at 
$43.50 to $43.75. Pig lead also shows signs of weakening, 
being quoted at $6.05 to $6.25, a very slight variation from last 
week. 

Canners’ metals may be found on their regular page.

ee one mind in regard to values, and they do not believe there is 
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NEW YORK MARKET. 


NEw York, Oct. 17.—The canned goods market hasn’t 
changed materially in the past week. Sales have been made 
chiefly in small lots, but prices, as a whole, have been fairly 
well maintained. In all leading varieties conditions remain sub- 
stantially unchanged. Buyers refuse to pay the price asked, 
consequently movement is light. On the other hand sellers are 
not urging business, believing sales will be better later. 

Tomatoes.—Apparently packers of Standard Maryland 3 
tomatoes are more or less anxious to interest buyers, but even 
though they want to interest buyers they are unwilling to make 
concessions to secure business. The price asked has been goc. 
f. o. b., but it is reported that 87%c. would buy on a firm offer. 
One or two lots have been sold at 92%c. ex-dock, New York, 
which is 87%c. f. 0. b. factory. Demand is light and to this is 
attributed much of the present weakness of the market. The 
only reported sales are occasional car lots at goc. f. o. b. shipping 
point. Standard 2's are neglected, but offerings are not free 
and 75c. f. 0. b. is probably the best that can be done. Some 
interest is noted in gallons, but offerings are light and buyers 
are indisposed to pay the price asked by sellers. Marylands are 
held steadily at $3.25 and New Jerseys at $3.50, 

Corn.—Reports from Maine indicate that the output there 
will be about 675,000 cases. Last year the pack was 1,350,000, 
and careful estimates give 50 per cent of last year’s yield as a 
liberal output this season. Some estimate 500,000 cases, but 
that is probably low. In 1904, including Vermont it was over 
765,000 cases. Some of the largest packers are delivering only 
4o per cent., while others are delivering 50 per cent. The mar- 
ket remains dull and easy, with Maryland-Maine style offered at 
55c. and New York state at 60 and 65c., according to seller. 

Peas.—A good market is noted when the price is low enough, 
but packers do not seem to be forcing the market, and what 


might be considered cheap stock is far from plentiful. Only 
small lots are changing hands. Other vegetables are unchanged. 

Fruits.—The most wanted varieties, such as peaches, for 
example, are offered sparingly and are very firm. Movement is 
restricted for this reason and business is largely of a routine 
character. 

Salmon.—Movement is light and principally of a jobbing 
character, though perhaps business is as active as usual at this 
season. Red Alaska talls are generally held at $1.05, though 
$1.02% would probably buy on a firm offer for small lots. 

Sardines.—Little demand is reported, but supplies are said 
to be scarce and firm. Hupson. 

Maine’s Corn Pack 50% of 1905. 

If the figures of statisticians on the spot prove to be correct 
the pack of corn in Maine, this sedson, will not amount to more 
than 50% of last year’s output. These figures are based upon 
the acreage planted this year, and the extent to which future 
contracts are being filled. 


One of these estimates eminates from Portland, at the close 
of the season, and reads: 

‘* Based on the acreage planted in corn in Maine this year, and the per 
centage of deliveries which the packers are making,.estimates of the size of 
the State’s pack are being made. While they show, as is natural, some 
varitation, even the highest do not give a total production more than half 
as large as the pack last year. On the other hand, most estimates, and 
among them several made by canned goods men in close touch with the sit- 
uation in all parts of the State, are even less than 50% of the pack of 1905, 
some only about 40% of last year’s output. 

This will be surprising news, for the general expectation seems to have 
been for a pack equaling about 60% of the large pack of a year ago. Your 
correspondent knows of nobody here who places so high an estimate on it. 
Those who estimate the corn pack at below half the 1905 pack of 1,350,000 
cases take into consideration the fact that deliveries on future contracts are 
short, as a rule, the shortage running up to 25% in some instances. This 
is significant, because many of the packers who are making short deliveries 
were at the same time lightly sold on futures. They did not need large

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packs to be able to make full deliveries. Conditions as to the yield were 
very variable, according to the rainfall, which in the south of Maine was 
below normal. 

If the statistics for 1906 show Maine’s pack this year to have been less 
than half the pack of 1905, the figures will fall inside of 675,000 cases. Your 
correspondent hears of estimates as small as 500,000 cases, which would 
bring the total pack down lower even than that of 1904, when it was only 
768,000 cases, including the Vermont pack. The talk in Portland indicates 
that the pack will prove to be the lightest in a number of years. 

The market here is strong. Bulls are to be found on every side and 
are helped by the fine quality of the season’s pack. 


Tally One for Canned Goods. 


The Food Law Bulletin says: 

Official reports trom the San Francisco Health Department say that 542 
persons lost their lives as the result of the great disaster of April 18. Of 
this number two died of ptomaine poisoning, ‘‘due to eating emergency 
canned goods.’’ Considering the fact that the whole population subsisted 
for weeks on canned goods, the only available food, and that these goods 
were served under conditions where the most ordinary care was impossible, 
is it not remarkable that the deaths ascribed to ptomaine poisoning were so 
few? 

We have not heard of anything being said by food alarmists about the 
number of lives that were saved by canned goods, but it is nevertheless true 
that starvation would have taken thousands had it not been for the supply 
of wholesome canned meats, fruits and vegetables.— £2. 


No Dye Used on Salmon. 


The charge that the beautiful pink color of British Columbia salmon 
was caused by aniline dye was recently made tn a London, England, police 
court during the progress of the hearing of a case involving the presence of 
poison in canned meat. ; 

On account of the excitable state of the public mind consequent upon 
the Chicago packing-house revelations, and because the charge was made 
by a medical practitioner, English jobbers of British Columbia salmon have 
taken the matter up in the London press with the intention of demonstra- 
ting that the allegation is untrue. 

British Columbia salmon cannerymen received advices from London 
concerning “he attack which if allowed to pass unchallenged, might mean 
the loss of hundreds of thousands of dollars’ worth of trade to them and the 
deprivation of a wholesome article of food to millions of people. 


The charge was made by Dr. E. C. Bousefield, who was on the witness 
stand testifiying that the canned meat which was the course of inquiry was 
dyed with aniline dye, and therefore unwholesome. The offensive state- 
ment made by Dr. Bousefield was in answer to a question by counsel as to 
whether it was not a common practice to use aniline dyes on meats. His 
reply was as follows: - 

“It is quite a common practice with salmon, but I have not seen it 
applied to anything else.”’ 

The Daily Telegraph, published in London on August 17, contains a 
letter calling attention to the crass ignoran¢e or worse of some of the so- 
called food experts. “It would appear that a case in connection with 
embalmed beet had come before a London police court, and that Dr, Bouse- 
field was called to give expert evidence as to the meat. He untruthfully 
= that it was common to use aniline dyes in the preparation of salmon 

or 

‘There can be no doubt in the minds of people in this country, where 
everybody is aware of the wholesome manner in which solmon is packed, 
that the ‘expert’ was either a duffer at his business or was actuated by ulter- 
ior motives in making the charge. It is upto the British Columbia canners 
and the Canadion Fisheries Commission to strenuously deny the statements 
of Dr. Bousefield. 

“From information received I know that jobbers in England have off- 
ered to give $500 to charity if Dr. Bousefield can prove his charge, but I 
think that some more effective method of bringing the doctor to time should 
be Fisherman.

Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 


The demand for tomatoes has shown more anitnation, or at least there 
has been a little more business done as a consequence of offers from second 
hands of No. 3 standard Maryland tomatoes at a concession, or goc. deliv- 
ered New York. The supply from this source appears to be cleared up. 
The quotation at the close was goc. f. 0. b. Baltimore. Gallons are very 
scarce, especially New Jerseys. Corn is easy, except for fancy Maine brands. 
Asparagus is hard to find and wanted. Spinach is selling at full prices, or 
7oc. for No. 2 at Baltimore. Peas are in fair demand, but holders’ firm 
views restrict business. Beans are selling as well as could be expected at 
47 %c. to 50c. for No. 2 green string. In fruits the feeling is steady to firm, 
with demand quiet. Salmon is quiet and firm. Sardines still rule in hold- 
ers’ favor.—Merchants’ Review. 

Philadelphia. 


Tomatoes show a reaction from the stiff, high prices of the week before 
and can now be readily bought at goc. factory. This is a decline of 5c. to 
7¥%c. The reaction seems to have been caused wholly by the fact the 
packers have pushed the market up too fast; they have advanced the price 
more rapidly, in other words, than the demand would stand. The demand 
has, therefore, been greatly curtailed and the price cuts followed. If the 
packers tell the truth about their production the actual situation is fully as 
strong as it has been. During the week Baltimore has sent out reports 
showing that her part of the pack will be about 25% above last year. 
These figures are not accepted altogether at their face value. Corn is un- 
changed, and as to shoepeg and whole-grain brands, scarce and high. 
Peas are scarce and high. Anything below $1.00 in a large way is ex- 
tremely hard to get. Peaches are strong and unchanged, with practically 
no offerings. Apples are steady and slow. The general Baltimore line of 
small stuff is unchanged, except as to oysters, which are slightly higher. 
No change has occurred during the week in the California line.—Gvocery 
World. 


Chicago. 

Six inches of snow at Benton Harbor, Mich., and about four inches in 

Northern Indiana—earliest snow in twenty-six years. There was a scorch- 
Ing frost last night, and. it is said that tomatoes are settled. 

If stow is so eatly, what about canned apples? The packing has just 
begun in canned apples, and snow is not a good processing auxiliary. In 
fact, it is apt to hinder the process of packing gallons very seriously. 

A gardener near Chicago with whom the writer conversed today said 
that his tomatoes, ripe and green, still on the vines, were frozen when he 
got up this morning as solid as door knobs.’’ This settles the tomato pack- 
ing probabilities in many localities, though some escaped. 

Mr. Giurl, president of the Clay City Packing Company, Clay City, 
Ind., was in Chicago today and reports but little injury to the tomato crop 
in his vicinity, and says that if the weather does not get too cold too fast, 
they will be able to fill their contracts in good shape. The Clay City Pack- 
ing Comany is a concern that always does its best to treat its customers 
fairly and honestly and to give them good service. 

There was some ingiry today on the street by brokers for canned apple 
contracts, but no sales were reported. The cold snap will surely have the 
effect to shorten up the pack of apples and to sharply advance prices. The 
orchardists are in the habit of picking the late crop of apples, out of which 
nearly all apples are canned, and piling them on the ground until they can 
be either barreled up for shipment or hauled to the canneries in bulk. 

These piles this morning were in thousands of localities in Illinois, In- 
diana, Ohio, Michigan and Wisconsin, as well as in New York, covered 
with several inches of frost and snow, and the result can be imagined. 

Canned corn is the quietest card in the deck. No one seems to be tak- 
ing any interest init. Brokers are not pushing its sale and buyers are not 
inquiring for it. It is anticipated that there will be a large packing of corn 
which, with the heavy carryover of about four million cases, will keep the 
market depressed for some time yet to come. 

The tomato packers are in a serious situation. They have not packed 
enough to fill their contracts, and the cold snap and heavy frost have 
ruined the crop and stopped the packing in some localities and in others 
the frost will soon do the same. There will be a very short pack in the 
West, as well as in the East.—Rambler, in £/i Grocer. 


Montreal, Can. 


Nothing further has developed in the canned goods situation. The 
trade is resigned to the new prices; the normal conditions have been 
resumed, Many orders have been canceled, modified or otherwise affected 
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by the new lists. At present deliveries of confirmed orders are being made. 
Jobbers have, most of them, received shipments from the factories, and in 
turn are filling the commands of their customers. 


Toronto, Can. 

There are no changes in quotations. Wholesalers say there is a brisk 
demand, but consumption is not as heavy as last year. The belief is 
strongly held in some quarters that prices will be higher before next spring. 
But packing of tomatoes is still in progress and the situation is incomplete. 
American tomatoes are quoted: 3s, 92%c. to 95c. As the duty is 1%c. a 
lb. gross weight, it can be seen the price here has room to expand before it 
will bump up against the imported article.-—Canadian Grocer. 

London, England. 

Salmon.—A very firm tone continues to characterize the market for 
British Columbia, the improved demand for which, noted in our last Satur- 
day’s issue, is well maintained. Alaska remains quiet, but unaltered. 
The Cedric has brought 604 cases to Liverpool. Lobsters remain scrce, and 
prices are very fifm., The Ulunda has arrived at Liverpool with 1,815 cases. 
Sardines.—An improved business has been done this week, and the market 
maintains a very firm tone. Supplies of good home-trade kinds are getting 
very short, whilst the reports of the fishing on all coasts continue of a very 
unsatisfactory character. Amongst recent arrivals are the Lista with 2,265 
cases, the Britannia with 3,491 cases, the Colombo to Liverpool with 704 
cases and the Tasso to Hull with 904 cases. Meats.—There is a consider- 
able improvement in the demand to note, and prices keep steady. Fruits 
are going well into consumption, and the market is strong, with the prob- 
ability of becoming stronger consequent on the shortage in the new sea- 
son’s pack. There is a distinct improvement in the demand for pines at 
steady rates. The Orestes has arrived with 628 cases pines. 


Liverpool, England. 


Salmon.—There has been a better consumptive inquiry from the coun- 
try during this last week, and there is a decided demand for best grades of 
fish, Alaska keeps quiet, but steady. Sardines.—There has been more 
trade in these, both Portuguese and Norwegian smoked. Prices are well 
maintained. Fruits, Peaches, pears and apricots are quiet, but very firm, 
apricots being more inquired for. Pineapples on the spot are meeting with 
a very fair inquiry; quotations are slightly firmer. A few market transact- 
ions have taken place during the past week at fair prices. Forward quota- 
tions on several sizes show a slight advance on the opening prices. There 
is not a great amount of business passing. Tomatoes.—'he first arrivals 
are coming to hand and are meeting with a ready market, as there is a good 
inquiry.—Grocers’ Gazette. 


Correspondence. 


BALTIMORE, MD., Oet. 15, 1906. 

Tomatoes.—At the close this week there is considerable improvement 
in the demand for some grades of tomatoes especially No. 2 seconds, No. 3 
seconds and standards, while No. 2 standards are somewhat neglected. 
Business coming in is not of a heavy or speculative character on tomatoes, 
but there is considerable carload business which, in the aggregate, means 
quite a fair volume and is keeping the market in rather good shape. The 
predictions of a break in price cannot very well be verified at the present 
time. Baltimore packers are practically out of the market on tomatoes, 
with the exception of a few No. 2 seconds and standards and a few No. 3 
seconds. As far as No. 3 standards are concerned, there is hardly a packer 
in Baltimore who is in a position to quote them. The packing season in 
Baltimore is now over entirely. There is no change on country-packed 
tomatoes. We can quote No. 2 standards at 72%c., No. 3 standards at goc. 
per dozen; gallon standards at $3.25 per dozen, less 114% f. o. b. County or 
Peninsula. There have been some reports of tomatoes selling at 87%c. for 
No. 3 standards, but, as far as we can learn, these sales were for goods that 
were a little off quality. We have not been having any trouble in getting 
goc. per dozen for good standard goods. While there are some tomatoes 
in sight at goc. per dozen, good quality, yet the quantity, we believe, is 
comparatively light. In fact, most packers are closing their season’s work 
without any surplus of tomatoes on hand. We think this is true to an 
unusual extent this year. 

String Beans.—These goods are moving out quite freely at 5o0c. per 
dozen for No. 2 standards and $2.25 per dozen for gallon standards. 

Pears.—The season is gradually getting into full blast on pears and 
there are some excellent trades obtainable. 

Corn.—The feature of the corn market is the strong position into which 
ordinary Harford county corn is working. The packing of this corn is 
getting lighter from year to year, and, strange to say, the demand for it 
from some sections really seems to be growing. We have some pretty good 
Harford county style corn which we can offer at 55c. per dozen, less 1% %, 
up to 60c. per dozen, less 1% %. 

Apples.—We can quote No. 3 standards at 65c. per dozen, gallons at 
$1.90 per dozen, regular f. o. b. Baltimore, prompt shipment. 

Strawberries.—The stock of these goods is light. 

Oysters.—The market here is practically cleaned up on all grades of 
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spot oysters. We have a few 5-ounce left at 87!4c. per dozen, either regular 
or tall cans, and a few lightweights at 45c. per dozen. All the other sizes 
are sold out.

Dear Sirs.—Colder weather throughout the country has probably 
stopped the reaction in the tomato market toward a lower level of prices 
which set in last week. The offerings of them at cut prices have been well 
taken, and in another week the supply and demand may be more nearly 
equal, unless there is another rush to sell them by the country packers, 
which is not anticipated. The past ten days’ experience is cousidered to 
have been a very good test of the strength of the tomato market. At 
almost any time in the season the offerings of tomatces in such numerous 
lots of good size would weaken the market a good deal, and it is surprising 
that the prices have not declined more than they have. While we do not 
anticipate any immediate improvement from the present level of quotations, 
we do think the prices of today will prove to be about the lowest of the 
winter season. 

In the other lines of vegetables the leaders in activity were string beans 
and sweet potatoes. The balance of the articles in the list were quiet, if 
not dull. 

New pears are active and the quality is better than in many seasons. 
The same may be said of new apples. Peaches are strong and fairly active, 
but pineapples and all small fruits, berries, cherries, etc., were dull all 
week. 

New cove oysters will be packed and ready for shipment during the next 
two or three weeks, and there is already a good demand for them.

There has been a lull in buying; statistics from minor statisticians 
have furnished the lullaby. Interesting advices have been written and pub- 
lished regarding the pack of tomatoes; some written by shorts, some by 
those who are more short, and one noteworthy article published under date 
of October 1, emanating from the well-known Bradstreet, who is supposed 
to be neither short or long. In our recent advices we have talked of rain, 
short packing season and possibilities of frost. We now advise that we 
have had two white frosts; a black, killing frost is probable tonight 
throughout Maryland and Delaware sections, and in consideration of these 
conditions which have been experienced and which are now ancient history, 
we wish to indorse every sentence of Bradstreet’s letter of October 1 regard- 
ing tomatoes as being as correct a statement of conditions existing as is pos- 
sible to ascertain before each individual pack is compiled as a whole, and, 
notwithstanding various advices to the contrary as to the frec offering of 
strictly (?) standard tomatoes at goc. and under, we see nothing to warrant 
an indication of the market assuming a position when any volume of pur- 
chases can be secured at such prices. According to the authority heretofore 
mentioned, the tomatoes evidently have not gotten into the can, and while 
it may be possible, as some one has suggested, to pack tomatoes until 
Christmas, provided they can get them, there is everything to indicate at

this time a big deficiency in the supply of tomatoes between now and pack- 
ing season in comparison with normal demand when the appetites of the 
American consumer are whetted up to their keenest edge. 

The jobber obtained most of his tomatoes at future prices close to the 
cost of production; the consumer will probably benefit by these prices; 
this will hasten consumption, and whatever is left will in all probability be 
sold to the consumer at a price that will warrant more than a cleanup before 
next packing season, even should the price reach the dollar mark or over 
for the few remaining goods unsold. It may, of course, be possible that 
goods not strictly standards might have a slow consumptive effect. It is 
well known that the water wagon is a necessary factor short seasons in the 
packing of certain varieties of standards, and yet this influence may not 
prove detrimental, as this may be a ‘“‘drinking’’ as well as an “eating” 
year, and should the pack be six, seven or eight millions, we have eighty- 
four million hungry people to feed, with about an average of two cans of 
tomatoes per person each year. 

Corn.—With the materially reduced acreage on corn this year and the 
yield on that acreage very short in some sections 6n account of too much 
rain and with other commodities ruling at higher figures for two years in 
succession, there is every reason to think that this article will be in large 
demand again the coming winter, and that the stocks on hand will be 
greatly reduced and higher prices will prevail as a natural result. 

There has been an inclination to force corn on the market in certain 
sections, where the carryover from last season was affected by the new Fede- 
ral Pure Food Law, in order to clean up before the turn in the year, and 
this has had its effect on the market in keeping prices low; but for the high- 
grade article packed in compliance with all the requirements of this law 
the demand will be heavy and better prices must of necessity prevail. This 
applies especially to shoepeg, which is short, and will also lrave its bearing 
on all good packing of Maine style, which should prove a purchase to any 
one placing orders at today’s quotation.

The most peculiar year experienced in relation to canners’ crops has 
been brought to a close in a most peculiar manner. Usually frosts coming 
on gradually, but certainly, end the season’s packing, but this season fin- 
ished with a blizzard in the West, and remarkably cold weather all over the 
country. 

The Associated Press reports follow. From the official Weather Bureau: 

Washington, October 11.—Old Boreas has made an unusually early and 
impressive debut. Reports to the Weather Bureau indicate a general falling 
of the mercury in the past 24 hours of from 10 to 20 degrees in the country 
east of the Mississippi. Snows are reported in Ohio, Indiana, New York, 


- Pennsylvania, Maryland and even Virginia. In some places up north they 


reach a depth of four inches. 

Benton Harbor, Mich., October 11.—A heavy frost last night, which 
formed ice a quarter of an inch thick on standing water, did untold damage 
in this section of the Michigan fruit belt. Snow yesterday and iast night 
fell to the depth of eight inches, protecting the potatoes and vegetables still 
in the ground. Thousands of bunches of grapes were frozen on the vines 
and large quantities of apples were made unfit for market. The loss in Berry 
county alone will reach many thousands. 

Buffalo, N. Y., October 11.—Snow, which melted almost as fast as it 
fell, began falling here about 4.30 P. M. yesterday, and continued through- 
out the night. Had it been dry the Weather Bureau estimates that Buffalo 
would have had about 14 inches up to 8 o'clock this morning. 

Reports from surrounding towns are to the effect that fruit trees have 
suffered seriously. Light snow is still falling, but the indications are for 
clear and cooler tonight. 

Pittsburg, Pa., October 11.—All records for low temperature this early 
in October, since the establishment of the Weather Bureau in 1871, were 
broken today, when the mercury dropped to 28 degrees. 

Cleveland, O., October 11.—The storm which has swept this city since 
Tuesday coutinued unabated today, heavy snow falling steadily. Today the 
wind reached a velocity of 45 miles an hour, from the northwest, ripping 
limbs from trees and temporarily crippling telegraph, telephone and trac- 
tion service. 

Boats that made the night trip were covered with icé and frozen snow, 
and their crews were suffering intensely with the cold.

‘INJURY TO THE OYSTER INDUSTRY. 


To a student of prevailing events nothing seems clearer or 
more certainly proven than the steady effort every contingency 
has been making this season to advance the cost of living by 
increasing the price of everything that enters into the commercial 
life. This, of course, is generally produced by scarcity, at least 
in the food line, but the pertinacity with which circumstances 
have occurred which have tended to increase the value of each 
crop as its season came around has been more than notable. 

There is scarcely anything in the line of human food that 
has not been thus affected, and whether it be corn and wheat 
with their hundreds of millions of bushels, or mackerel from the 
North Sea, the story has been the same. In this schedule 
occurs the question of the American oyster interests. Of late 
years, especially with the increase of the population in the 
United States, the increase in the value of oysters has been con- 
siderable. There has, however, been a steady increase in the 
oyster production on the coast line south of the Chesapeake Bay, 
especially in the Gulf sections, and in the last few years it has 
looked as if the interest taken in the oyster business and the 
attention given it would soon yield large results. In other 
words, the Gulf oyster interests were anticipating a very busy 
season this year and in the early future. Many of the largest 
packers of Baltimore in this line had located oyster packing 
houses for fresh oysters in the Gulf section and were giving 
special attention to their new plants. 

It can easily be understood, then, what a depression result- 
ing from the great hurricane of the first of this month it has been 
to the oystering interests of that locality. Almost every depart- 
ment of the oyster trade has suffered extinction, at least for a 
time, and it will be strange if the public will not have to pay 
higher prices for the bivalves this winter as the result of that 
great storm. The ships by which they were caught have been 


tended line of territory, have been blown into extinction; many 
of the operatives have been killed, including the oyster fisher- 
men, and the oysters themselves in the Gulf and oyster grounds 
have been covered with sand and mud from a foot to three feet 
deep, causing complete killing of the oysters. It will take quite 
a number of years to restore the oyster industry once more to 
its strong position, but it can be as confidently expected that 
Nature will assuredly restore all that she has destroyed as it is 
that she had destroyed them. 

Mr. John G. Ruge has been visiting here for some days. 
He is one of the best known and most expert oyster authorities 
in all the South. He has been known as the oyster champion in 
the Florida legislation for years; his business acumen and sta- 
tistical knowledge, together with his legislative experience, have 
made him a valuable authority in respect to oysters. The Ruge 
Bros.’ Canning Co., of Appalachicola, Fla., will not operate 
this season, the storm having caused a loss of about $2,000 to 
their factory, besides smothering out the oysters on the bay. 
They have a plant also at Cedar Keys, which, however, suffered 
in nowise whatever. They will operate it this year with help 
sent from Baltimore. It is possible this establishment will be 
able to fill all their orders during the present season, but their 
beds and canning house near Savannah, Ga., did not suffer in 
the hurricane. 

Further west, around Mobile and the contiguous section 
there was immense damage. An oyster canning factory at Ala- 
bamaport, in that State, not far from Mobile, was quite wiped 
out. This factory belonged to John Boyle Co., of Baltimore. 
A house owned at Scranton, Miss., by J. S. Farren & Co., of 
Baltimore, was destroyed, and one at Bayou La Batre, owned by 
Kidwell Bros., also of Baltimore, was also destroyed. The dam- 
age has been so great at this establishment that it caused the 
failure of this firm. The hurricane in its force also reached the 
busy houses of Biloxi, Miss. The Joullian Packing Company 
lost one of their plants and it will not be opened this season, as 
with other plants in the neighborhood, including that of Gorenflo 
& Co., which will be closed. 

The firm of Lopez & Dukate suffered severely in the storm. 
One of their plants in Louisiana was destroyed, but their house 
at Biloxi will be opened in November. Dunbars’ Sons also will 
have to keep closed their plant at Bay St. Louis. The Peerless 
Packing Company, of the same place, expects to get things into 
running order in the course of a month. This house also is 
owned in Baltimore by the Torsch Packing Company, which 
succeeded the Pearson Packing Company. It is calculated in a 
general way that the best results of the oyster fishing will not 
amount to more than 50% of the usual catch in those waters. 

It might have been anticipated that where nearly all 
canned goods have been increased in price by the lamentable 
season since spring that oysters would not have been so affected, 
but the marine storms in the oystering section have almost put 
them in line uf deficiency as much as any other food. It is now 
recognized and known that the Connecticut set of oysters this 
year is almost nothing, and the Northern oyster beds are likely 
to have to call largely upon the Chesapeake Bay for the where- 
withal to supply their orders. 

There is probability that oysters of the Chesapeake Bay, 
both for the raw and cove stock, will be in fair supply and of 
unusually good quality, but is now recognized that the price 
will have to be advanced to meet the increased demand on this 
section. This being the first season of the application of the 
new law, there will be no positive results except that of curtailing 
the fishing grounds. There will be many points of difficulty 
come up during the winter in applying the new law, but it is 
already assured that the general result will be very good and the 
increase rapid from year to year. 

The losses made elsewhere by the storms and hurricanes 
will naturally result in a call for seed and seed stock to reinvigo- 


hae almost obliterated; the packing houses, new and old in an ex- 
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rate the ruined beds; and it may as well be conceded that the 
Chesapeake oyster bars are less able to spare this seed stock than 
they have been in a generation. The outlook for the oyster 
season depends largely upon the advent of winter. It is useless 
for anyone to portend even the kind of winter we will have, but 
reasonably it is anticipated that winter will develop early, that 
it will be an average severe winter and possibly filled with severe 
storms. The oyster packers of Baltimore would not take it 
kindly if the oyster season were seriously interfered with by any 
happening, because the summer season of fruits and vegetables 
has been a disappointing one in every line of business. 


CALIFORNIA LETTER. 


SAN FRANcIsco, CAL., Oct. 12, 1906. 
There is such a dearth of interesting news this week that it 


is scarcely worth while to write you at all. The cleanup in our 
canned fruits has been so complete that but little news of interest 
is passing. 

The weather continues clear, with no prospects of rain, 
which condition of affairs is being taken advantage of by the 
various tomato packers. From all present indications the Cali- 
fornia pack of this vegetable will be very large. The crop is 
heavy and coming in rapidly. The continued scarcity of labor 
is having a slight deterrent effect upon the pack at some canneries. 

The local situation is daily improving and our citizens are 
manfully combating the inconveniences which they have to con- 
tend with. The progress in building is phenomenal and business 
prospects are brilliant. 

The insurance situation is clearing somewhat, some of the 
companies heretofore recorded as ‘‘welchers’’ are now redeeming 
their lost reputations for honesty and are now paying their losses 
in the proper manner. CALIFORNIAN. 
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The Ruge Bros.’ Canning Co., of Appalachicola, Fla., will not operate 
their oyster canning factory this season. The loss to the plant will be 
about $2,000. The oysters on the beds are covered with mud and sand and 
are practically destroyed. Their plant at Cedar Keys, Fla., was not injured 
inany way. They will send 100 openers there from Baltimore, as Mr. Ruge 
has been here for some days. Their large interests on the South Atlantic 
ports enable them to supply their trade from these points. They are 
therefore, not seriously affected by the storm and the prolonged strike at 
Appalachicola. 

The oyster canning factory at Alabamaport, Ala., a short distance from 
Mobile, was destroyed. It was owned by the John Boyle Co., of Baltimore. 
The factory at Bayou La Batre, owned by Kidwell Bros., was also destroyed. 
They will not be rebuilt. The factory at Scranton, Miss., owned by J. S. 
Farren & Co., of Baltimore, was wiped out. 

The factories at back bay at Biloxi, Miss., suffered from the storm. 
One of the three plants owned by the Joullian Packing Co. will not be 
opened this season. Also one of the plants of Wm. Gorenflo & Co. will be 
closed, 

The firm of Lopez & Dukate and the Barataria Canning Co. will be 
opened by the middle of November. The firm of Lopez & Dukate will not 
operate one of their Louisiana plants. 

The plant of George W. Dunbar’s Sons at Bay St. Louis will not be 
opened this season. The Peerless Packing Co., of Bay St. Louis, expect to 
be ready by the middle of the month. 

The conditions of the oyster canning business on the Gulf Coast are 
such that the pack will not be within 50% of the estimate thirty days pre- 
vious to the storm. It is estimated that 80% of tie vessels engaged in fish- 
ing, etc., on the Gulf Coast have been destroyed betwee: Mobile and New 
Oieans. Some of the finest oyster reefs on the Gulf Coast have been 
totally destroyed. Writing to 7he Fishing Gazette, one of the sufferers says: 

PENSACOLA, FLLA., Oct. 5. — While my partner, Captain Saunders, 
and myself lost a half million dollars, we both have other interests 
in the city and will be able to get along all right. The _fisher- 
men, of which there are a large number, are now employed on wreck- 
ing vessels and at other work; they receive good wages and will be gradu- 
ally distributed around in other channels until they find steady employment. 
We had only one vessel in port that rode out the storm. That was the 
Frances H., commanded by Capt. Abner Sadler, of Deer Island, Me. He 


ago brought a crew of Eastern men with him. They anchored in Navy 
Cove (where our railway is located) the night of the storm, put out four 
anchors and did not carry away a rope yarn. I think there were 30 fish- 
ng vessels in port and’ not more than three of them remain afloat. 
Many of them are up in the woods, where it will be impossible to take them 
off. We-hope to save three or four of ours and think Warren & Co. will 
save about the same number. We had a few'vessels outside on the fishing 
grounds. One of them has already come in with a load of fish and reports 
the others to be all right. The beach from Muscogee wharf to Fort Baran- 
cas is strewn with vessels. Every wharf in the city, except Railroad 
wharf, is completely wrecked. All three of the fish houses were blown 
and washed away; only the shed part of our house is standing. 


Connecticut Oyster Notes. 


A shortage of oysters, with no prospects of an increase in the supply 
this winter, is likely to send prices to a. record figure before the season is 
closed, says a New Haven exchange. The demand for oysters already is 
far greater than ever before and prices are advancing. A poor set for sev- 
eral years is now having its effect and on top of this comes the announce- 
ment of many of the planters in Connecticut waters, who a few weeks ago 
gave an opinion that their set for this season was a good one,,that the 1906 
set has died. In Rhode Island waters the Connecticut planters have had 
better results and four years hence, if there is no accident meanwhile, they 
will be able to stave off a famine such as is now threatened. Of late years 

he western trade has been growing phenomenally and the success attained 

in shipping to distributing points west of the Mississippi has brought acon- 
stantly incresing number of orders. The demand began early and with the 
season only one month old dealers who have a supply are unable to handle 
the orders. The scarcity means a tremendous loss to many concerns in 
Connecticut, and the failure of the set this season is said to represent a loss 
of probably two million dollars in business four years hence, when the oys- 
ters would have matured. The present loss to the planters is fully one 
hundred thousand dollars, represented by the expenditure of money in pre- 
paring their oyster beds for the set. 

A very fair business is reported from Fair Haven, which practically 
covers the Narragansett Bay oyster field. The firm of H. C. Rowe & Co. 
are extending operations as the weather grows more favorable. A large 
force of shuckers is finding employment every day. Stock is in fine shape 
for fall and winter trade.

DISCOLORATION IN CANNED CORN—METHOD THAT 
PREVENTS IT. 


The following is an extract from a communication 
received by the Sprague Canning Machinery Co. from 
Prof. Duckwall, while he was at Onarga, IIl., inspect- 
ing the processing of corn with the Polk Agitating 
System: 

“Unless the process on pure corn is cut down to at 
least 35 minutes at 250 degrees Fahrenheit it will be 
impossible to produce canned corn without discolora- 
ation, and I beg to explain this statement as follows: 

“When processing corn at 250 degrees Fahrenheit 
for 65 minutes or more the corn which lies next to the 
tin is subjected to 250 degrees Fahrenheit for such a 
long time that the proteids are disintegrated and sa/- 
phur is set free. This sulphur unites with the hydro- 
gen, which is liberated by the action of the soldering 
flux on the metal, tin and lead in the solder and body 
of the cans. Sulphur and hydrogen for sulphuretted 
hydrogen, H,S. This is the gas made and used in 
all laboratories for precipitating metallic salts, such as 
tin, lead, iron, etc. These metallic salts are of vari- 
ous colors, black, brown and pinkish purple. Conse- 
quently the corn will become discolored in proportion 
to the amount of metallic salts precipitated and this 
phenomenon cannot be avoided by any known means 
where H,S is formed in the presence of metals in 
' solution. Now, the ordinary tin can has considerable 
solder on the inside of the can, both in the crease at 
the top and bottom and also along the side séam. In 
proportion to the amount of lead exposed will be the 
discoloration of the corn. ‘Therefore, until a can is 
made which shall be soldered entirely on the outside, 
or with a solder practically free from lead, it will be 
impossible to can corn without bleaching or chemical 
agents now prohibited by law. 

“T find that the agitating system overcomes the 
difficulty entirely. 

“In this system you are constantly shaking the 
corn away from the tin. No part of the contents is ex- 
posed to the action of 250 degrees Fahrenheit for more 
than 18 minutes, as we demonstrated by inside ther- 
mometers. ‘This time is not sufficient to disintegrate 
the proteid molecule—hence no sulphur is set free, 
consequently there is no formation of sulphuretted 
hydrogen, H,S, and then, of course, there is no precip- 
itation of metallic salts, even though they should be 
in solution. As a matter of fact there are some metallic 
salts in solution, but since there is no H,S to precipi- 
tate them, they remain in solution and the inside of the 
can after empting is found to be just as bright as it was 
before filling. While in the case of the regular process 
the whole inside is discolored, all of which discoloration 
is taken up more or less by the corn increasing with 
age /o a limit. Yours truly,
